G.S.R. 66(E).—The following Proclamation by the 
President is ponlished for genera! information ; 

Whereas, I, R. Vcnhutarainan, Piesident of India, 
have received a report from the Governor of the 
State of 1 iinil Nadu and after considering the tepon 
•aud other information received by me 1 am satisfied 
that a situation has arisen in which the Government 
of that State cannot be carried on in accordance with 
the provisions of the Constitution of India (hereinafter 
lefeired to as "the Constitution’’): 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers coni er¬ 
red by article 356 of the Constitution, and ol all 
other powers enabling me in that belief, 1 hereby pro¬ 
claim that I— 

(a) assume to myself as President of India all 
functions of the Government of the said 
State and all powers vested in or exercis¬ 
able by the Governor of that State;

(b) declare that the powers of the Legislature 
of the said State shall be exercisable by or 
under the authority of Parliament; and 

(c) make the following incidental and conse¬ 
quential provisions which appear to me to 
be necessary or desirable for giving effect 
to the objects of this Proclamation, 
namely :— 

(i) in the exercise of the functions and 
powers assumed to myself by virtue of 
clause (a) of this Proclamation as afore¬ 
said, it shall be lawful for me as Presi¬ 
dent of India to act to such extent as I 
think fit through the Governor of the said 
State; 

(ii) the operation of the following provisions 
of the Constitution in relation to that 
State is hereby suspended, namely :—

and to Parliament or the Houses thereof 
respectively : 

Provided that nothing herein shall affect the 
provisions of article 153, articles 155 to 
159 (both inclusive), article 299 and 
article 361 and paragraphs 1 to 4 (both 
inclusive) of the Second Schedule or 
prevent the President from acting under 
sub-clause (i) of this clause to such extent 
as he thinks fit through the Governor of 
the said State; 

(v) any reference in the Constitution to Acts 
or laws of, or made by, the Legislature 
of the State shall be construed as includ¬ 
ing a reference to Acts or laws made, in 
exercise of the powers of the Legislature 
of the State, by Parliament bv virtue of 
this Proclamation, or by the President or

(a) of clause (1) of article 357 of the 
Constitution, and the Tamil Nadu Gene¬ 
ral Clauses Act, 1891 (Tamil Nadu Act 
1 of 1891). as in force in die State of 
Tamil Nadu, and so murh of the Gene¬ 
ral Clauses AcL 1897 (10 of 1897), as 
applies to State laws, shall have effect in 
relation to any such Act or law as if It 
were an Act of <he T egislafurc of the 
State.
